A Parable of Four Servants 



For unto whomsoever much is given, of him shall be much 
required: and to whom men have committed much, of him 
they will ask the more. 
Luke 12:48 (KJV) © 

In the twelfth chapter of Luke we have a parable that describes four 
different types of end time servants. What separates them from each other 
is their knowledge of spiritual matters and what they did about it. 

The Ignorant Servant 

But he that knew not, and did commit things worthy of stripes, shall be beaten with few 
stripes. 

Luke 12:48 (KJV) C 

Most of us lead busy lives, and God understands that we need to provide for ourselves and our families. 
However we always have time to talk to God. God must be not be a priority, but *the* priority of our lives. If 
we don't want to be ignorant of spiritual matters we must pray and read God's word daily. There are no excuses. 

Wherefore if thy hand or thy foot offend thee, cut them off, and cast them from thee: it 
is better for thee to enter into life halt or maimed, rather than having two hands or two 
feet to be cast into everlasting fire. 
Matthew 18:8 (KJV)© 

The housewife can pray while she does the dishes, the working person while traveling to work. Do you have time 
to go to the gym? How much more important is our spiritual health? Turn off the television, turn off the radio in 
the car, get off the internet and spend time with God! We must be spiritually prepared for the times we are in To 
adopt Matthew 18:8 U to this 21st century, if your television, radio, PDA, cellphone, portable media player, 
handheld gaming device, or computer offends you by taking your time away from God, CAST THEM OFF! 

We all need to live up to God's requirements for us. Those of us that commit sins out of ignorance will still be 
held accountable. We all have the same Bible and the same Holy Spirit available to us. God will judge whether 
we are ignorant due to rebellion, laziness or the cares of this world. Willful ignorance is rebellious disobedience. 

The Disobedient Servant 

And that servant, which knew his lord's will, and prepared not himself, neither did 
according to his will, shall be beaten with many stripes. 
Luke 12:47 (KJV) © 

The disobedient servant knows what must be done but doesn't do it. When they are judged many of them will 
foolishly try to avoid responsibility for their sin by feigning ignorance. But God knows the heart, He know who is 




ignorant and who is disobedient. They who were willingly ignorant will be judged accordingly. 



From that time many of his disciples went back, and walked no more with him 
John 6:66 (KJV) © 

One word about those who are disobedient out of rebellion; Jesus beckons all men to come, and some choose 
to follow him But we can choose to stop following him at any time. We are warned to count the cost (Luke 
14:28-30 KJV©). 

The Unfaithful Servant 

But and if that servant say in his heart, My lord delayeth his coming; and shall begin to 
beat the menservants and maidens, and to eat and drink, and to be drunken; The lord 
of that servant will come in a day when he looketh not for him, and at an hour when he 
is not aware, and will cut him in sunder, and will appoint him his portion with the 
unbelievers. 

Luke 12:45-46 (KJV) □ 

And shall cut him asunder, and appoint him his portion with the hypocrites: there shall 
be weeping and gnashing of teeth. 
Matthew 24:51 (KJV) 

This same parable is also used by Christ at the end of Matthew 24, but only two of the four servants are 
described. Take note that in equating the unbeliever with the hypocrite we see they both will come to the same 
end. Yet more proof of the evil nonsense we call the "Once Saved, Always Saved" doctrine? How else can you 
define being grouped with unbelievers? These are the same as those of 1st Timothy 4:1-5 U who have 
departed from the faith They are with the unbelievers and hypocrites, they have departed the faith, they are 
headed to HelL 

The Faithful Servant 

And the Lord said, Who then is that faithful and wise steward, whom his lord shall 
make ruler over his household, to give them their portion of meat in due season? 
Blessed is that servant, whom his lord when he cometh shall find so doing. Of a truth I 
say unto you, that he will make him ruler over all that he hath. 
Luke 12:42-44 (KJV) © 

Which servant type are you? Be the faithful and wise servant, put all sin out of your life, keep your garments 
white by confessing and repenting if you stumble. Read your Bible every day, and heed it. Ask God to reveal His 
will to you via our Holy Spirit of truth, and He will make you a ruler of His household for eternity!
